cation, the enjovment of religion, locomotion, &c., and 
the opinion of ihc writer [Mr. Jay] was that “Ohio stood 
pre-eminent for her wickedness against this class of her 
population.” 

Mr. B. was proceeding in his rematks, when he was 
called to order by several gentleman, oil the ground of 
irrelevancy in debate.

WASHINGTON. 

Two or three weeks since, we published a brief notice I 
of an attack made on Mr. Wise by Mr. Adams. The 
following detailed, and very interesting accoant is given 
by Mr. Leavitt, who is now in Washington. We have 
abridged bis report a little By the way, Mr. Leavitt 
is one of (he best reporlera in Washington. It would be 
well if he could spend his winters there. 

Wednesday, Feb. 3d. 

The House lias been occupied the best part of three 
days in listening lo a speech by Mr. Wise, of Virginia, 
who has heretofore been so prominent and serviceable a 
member of tbe Whig parly. He came out in denuncia¬ 
tion of all the measures that had been suggested by mem¬ 
bers of bis own party in advance, except the establish¬ 
ment of a United States Bank. He believed, with Mr. 
Madison, that such a hank is necessary to the financial 
and commercial welfare of the country, and was the only 
means by which Congress conld exercise it* constitution¬ 
al duty in taking care of the public revenue and curtail¬ 
ing the power of the Executive. He blamed the Whig

Mr. Adams. I am not to be caught by any of the false 
issues which the gentleman offers. He knows what hia 
professions are, and he knows what his practice is. The 
gentleman says he abhors duelling. I am happy lo hear 
it, and hope his practice for all the remaindei of hia life 
will go to confirm bis professions. I understood the gen¬ 
tleman to maintain tho doctrine that the law of Congres* 
against fighting or challenging to fight a duel in this Dis¬ 
trict ought not to pass, and that duelling liy members of 
this House, for causes arising in this House, ought not to 
be suppressed by law. Now, sir, I maintain that it is 
due lo the independence of this House and of every mem¬ 
ber in it, to my own independence and io that of gentle¬ 
men from the North in general, to declare that such sen¬ 
timents arc intolerable. It is well known, that members 
who come from a certain quarter of the country do hold 
sach sentiments, and that gentlemen who come from 
another section, where such sentiments are abhorred, are 
not only wounded but insulted habitually on lhi> floor, 
because it is known they will not fight.
